REMARKS 



The applicants appreciate the Examiner's thorough examination of the appUcation and 
request reexamination and reconsideration of the application in view of the preceding 
amendments and the following remarks. 

The applicants acknowledge and appreciate the Examiner's indication that claims 21-34 
are allowed. 

The Examiner rejects claims 1-3, 7-10, 17-18, 20, 45-47, 49-51, 58, 59, 61, 64 and 65 
under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as anticipated by U.S. Pat. No. 4,044,401 to GuiseL The Examiner also 
rejects claims 1-3, 5-11, 17, 18, 20, 45-47, 49-52, 58-59, 61 and 64-66 under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) 
as being anticipated by U.S. Pat. No. 6,682,555 to Cioanta et al The Examiner further rejects 
claims 4, 48 and 62 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over GuiseL 

Claims 61-62 and 67-97 were previously cancelled. 

Claims 1-20 and 35-66 are currently cancelled. 

Accordingly, the applicants submit that the application is in condition for allowance.
